Carter and Dis- 
trict Attorney George H. Johnson 
will attend a conference of peace 
officers of Southern California in 
Los Angeles today. 

The conference was called by 
District Attorney Asa Keyes and 
Sheriff William I. Traeger of Los 
Angeles, to discuss the problems 
of law enforcement in the south- 
land during the winter months— 
the period of the influx of pro- 
fessional gunmen and criminals 
of eastern cities. The peace of- 
ficers and district attorneys will 
discuss proposed legislation “which 
might tend to make the work of 
the peace officers easier and more 
efficient,” it has been announced. 

Criminals Come For Winter 

Each winter Southern California 
is invaded by scores of criminals, 
who come along with the tourists 
te prey upon residents in all _dis- 
tricts. Officers declare that law 
enforcement in the winter months 
is the biggest question in the 
state. Sheriff Shay received the 
following letter calling the con- 
ference: 

“At a conference recently held 
between the undersigned, numer 
ous problems arising out of the 
winter influx of criminals to South- 
ern California were discussed ‘and 
it was agreed that proper control 
of the situation demands the co- 
operative effort of every peace 
officer in Southern California. 
Therefore, it was decided to re- 
quest the peace officers~ of the 
counties of Southern California to 
attend a meeting in the district 
attorney’s office in Los Angeles 
on Friday, Dec. 12, at 2 o’clock, 
for the purpose of arriving at prac- 
tical measures to cope with the 
situation.

Probability that a syndicate of 
San Bernardino business men will 
bid $250,000 for the courthouse, aS 
requested by the Board of Super- 
visors to assure the submitting of 
a third bond issue to the voters of 
the county, was admitted Wednes- 
day by Herman Harris, president 
of the Harris Company, and a 
member of the syndicate. 

“We have taken the courthouse 
proposition outlined to us by 
Chairman A. G. Kendall of the 
board, under consideration,” Mr. 
Harris said. “We are now trying 
to raise the $100,000 cash neces- 
sary to deposit as evidence of 
good faith. No doubt this will be 
raised. One or two persons who 
should be vitally interested in the 
project from a purely civic stand- 
point have not yet signified their 
intention of coming in on the 
proposition, but we expect to have 
a definite bid to submit within a 
short time.” 

Third Bond Issue Likely 

If the bid is received by the 
supervisors, another bond issue 
for not more than $500,000 will be 
called, probably in February. The 
$250,000 bid for the old property, 
$100,000 payable immediately, and 
the $150,000 when the courthouse 
is vacated, will finance the buying 
of a site and the erection of units 
of the proposed buildings. 

The bid of $250,000 for the old 
property would, in reality, be a 
bonus for the building of a new 
group of structures, as the syndi- 
cate would lose the interest on 
the money for about a year dur- 
ing which time the county would 
continue to occupy the old court- 
house while a new group of build- 
ings was under construction. 

New Site to Cost $150,000 

The proposed site, on Arrow- 
head Avenue, between Third, 
Fourth and B Streets can be pur- 
chased at a figure declared by 
members of the Courthouse Advis- 
ory Committee to be reasonable— 
approximately $150,000, or less. 
The county has $72,000 available 
for building purposes. 

A decision of the syndicate com- 
posed of business men of San 
Bernardino is expected within a 
week.

Everyone knows what to have 
to eat right around Christmas Day, 
but it’s the few days before the 
general feasting begins that is 
often the hardest on the house- 
wife. There is a festive spirit in 
the air, and the family want some- 
thing “different,” so the follow- 
ing recipes are given with the 
hope they will solve some of the 
menu problems between now and 
the time one can start on real 
Christmas “eats”: 

Savory Dish 

One pound of round steak cut 
in small peces. Stew with a few 
olives, teaspoonful of mixed herbs, 
little onion, and stick of celery. 
When meat is tender, take out of 
gravy, place in pie dish, and make 
batter of one tablespoon flour, two 
ezgs, half pint milk. Pour over 
the steak and bake in brisk oven 
for three-quarters of an hour, or 
until batter is cooked. Serve with 
gravy in which steak was stewed, 
spinach and stewed tomatoes. 
This is sufficient for five people. 





Oyster Beef 
This may be made with uncook- 
ed meat or the remains of a cold 


roast of beef. Take the meat and} 
cut into fairly large pieces, brown | 
in pan with butter, dredge flour | 
over and enough water or stock | 


to make a gravy. Simmer for half 
an hour, then add one dozen oys- 
ters or a large can of canned 
oysters. Stir for a few minutes 
but do not let it boil after the 
oysters have been added.

Boil one cup rice in one quart 
of milk until thoroughly cooked. 
Add sugar and flavoring to taste. 
Set aside to cool. Beat three 
eggs and stir in. Line dish with 
pastry place layer of rice, then 
one of strawberry jam, then an- 
other of rice until dish is full, 
ending with rice.

time expired last Monday and the 
case was expected to be submitted 
on briefs. No word has been re- 
ceived by the district attorney as/| 
to when the decision in the ap- 
peal is expected to be made, but 
it is expected it will be announc- 
ed shortly. 

Huling was convicted on but 
one of seven counts of an indict- 
ment charging him with obtaining 
money under false pretenses. His 
appeal is based on the contention 
that hig acquittal on six counts 
also freed him on the count on 
which the verdict of guilty was 
returned in that this asserted 
crime was dependent on the other 
alleged crimes, one of which was 
conspiracy. 

Huling’s sentence was from one 
to ten years in San Quentin. If 
he loses his appeal he will be im- 
mediately sent to prison. He is 
on liberty under $10,000 bonds 
pending a decision on the appeal. 

Alford is serving eight years in 
San Quentin, his sentence having 
been definitely fixed by the state 
board of prison directors last sum- 
mer. At that time Alford made an 
appeal for parole. This the prison 
board refused to grant. 


BAKER SERVED 
TIME N PRISON 


That Harry O. Baker, one of 
the two accused slayéers“of James 
Winn, is a former convict and 
a dangerous character was proved 
Wednesday when Gheriff Walter 
A. Shay received a criminal rec- 
drd of Baker from the Walla 
Walla penitentiary, Washington. 

Baker was committed to the 
Washington State Reformatory 
Feb. 8, 1919, and transferred to 
the penitentiary at Walla Walla 
March 7, 1919. He was convict- 
ed on a grand larceny charge and 
paroled May 3, 1921. Baker was 
arrested three months ago on a 
charge of setting forest fires, but 
was acquitted by a jury. 

Sheriff Shay also expects the 
criminal record of H. B. Alberts, 
an ex-convict of Wyoming, to be 
received here within a few days. 
Fingerprint records of Alberts will 
then be broadcast to officers 
throughout the west, the search 
for the two accused slayers daily 
taking in more territory. The 
officer believes that Baker and 
Alberts, ‘both former cowboys, 
have fled to the range country 
and are in hiding on _ cattle 
ranches in remote districts.

John Duncan Dunn, the world’s 
greatest golf architect, has estim- 
ated that the cost of the work to 
be undertaken to provide the best 
18-hole course in the country will 
be $75,000.
